OUR TOWN ELECTION, 

Most of the towns and cities 
throughout the west are now 
getting busy in municipal af- 
fairs. The municipal elections 
for mayors and councillors in 
towns take place the first Mon- 
day-in December, and nomina- 
tion day at least six days prior 
to the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. 

‘In Redeliff there will be no 
election for mayor, as Mayor 
Bott was elected last December 
to serve a two-year’s term as 
prescribed by the town ‘act. For 
councillors the law requires that 
three-retire or seek re-election’ 
each year, the other three re- 
maining in office for two years. 
This year the retiring councillors 
are Messrs. Lydiatt, Layelle and 
Hicks; Last year Mr. Flath was 
‘elected for two years, but as he 
has not attended a meeting ' of 
the council for over three 
months he automatically forfeits 
his seat. In this case he will 
either have to seek re-election 
this year or some one else elect- |. 
ed to fill out the balance of his 
So far we have heard no talk 
of prospective candidates, which 
goes to show. that the ratepay- 
ers are either well pleased with 
‘the work of this year’s council 
or are indifferent.. If it is the 
former we have no criticism to 
offer, but we think it a mistake 
for the ratepayers to show no in-. 
terest in municipal affairs until 
just a few days before nomina- 
tion day. When left till the last 
minute it very often happens

Legislation of this nature de- 
serves to succeed. It strikes at 
the root of a great economic evil,

retard development and make it 
faaely. heavy for the enterpris- 
ing and industrious members of 
the community to make such 
headway as they have a right to 
expect.
